closing yesterday of the .Lexington 
and other Kentucky tobacco markets 
because of low prices offered by buy- 
ers, tobacco men in the central Ken- 
tucky district today waited outcome 
of the meeting in every county in 
the district tomorrow, and the gen- 
eral mass meeting of representatives 
of growetra, bankers and warehouse 
men here Friday. Tobacco farmers 
declared that to accept the low 
prices offered would mean bankrupt- 
cy. Efforts are being made to in- 
duce every market in the district to 
dose and the proposal has been 
made by sorae prominent growers 
that the sale of th« 1930 crop be 
postponed until May. In this way, 
they, believe, farmers can be induced 
to reduce or cut out the 1921 crop

The governor's house has been a 
comparatively lonesome place. dur- 
ing the Philipp administration, ow- 
ing to the war and the desire of 
MSrs. Philipp to retain her charming 
home in Milwaukee. For some time 
the Phiilipp family occupied 
the 


place, but owing to the difficulty of 
heating it and its 
somewhat old 


fashioned 
' and 
inconvenient • ap- 


pointments, it was largely deserted. 


Home of Badger Governors 


Much brilliant social history clus- 


ters about the old house on East 
Oilman street,/ which has been the 
home of governors of Wisconsin for 
about forty years. Its history and 
glory long antedate its acquisition 
by the state. 


There is scarcely a more historic 


mansion in the state and perhaps 
none with more interesting associ- 
ations. To the citizens of Miadison 
of social bent it has in particular 
been a center -of. nrach attraction 
and interest 
' ' ' 


The house may be said to have 


come into 'being with the republican 
party, for it was in about 1856 that 
it was Ibuilt by Julius White, who 
became a general in the union army 
during the Civil war. 
He was a 


prominent citizen 
of 
Madison in 


early days and a brother-in-'.aw of 
Circuit Judge Colljns, 
One of his 


sons' became a well known news- 
paperman in Chicago and was mar- 
ried to Fanny Driscoll, the hostess. 


Gen. Wttiite sold the place to 


George P. DeJaplaine, whose fain-. 
ily was one of marked social promi- 
nence. Many festivities were held 
while they occupied it. Gen. Dela- 
plaine had come to Madison as 
private secretary to Gov. Nelson 
Dewey, first governor of the state, 
and was a resident of the city until 
his death. 


Bought by Senator Thorpe 
The" house was sold by Gen. Dela- 


plaine in the latter part of the '60s 
fr- Senator J. G. Thorpe, a million- 
aire lumberman of Eau Claire, and 
it was under the Thorpe regime as 
the center of Madison's social life. 


Home of Famous Musician 
Perhaps the most 
interesting 
chapter in the.history of the house 
was that having to do with Ole 
Bull, famous violinist, who married 
Miss Sarah Thorpe, and and made 
the place 'his home for some years. 


According to the, story, Ole Bull 


had met Sarah-- when she was a 
small child, at one of his concerts 
'n Washington, to which her mother 
had taken her. Prof. R. B. Ander- 
son says in his autobiography that 
he introduced the Thorpes to Ole 
Bull at a reception given for the 
violinist in 1868. Mrs. Thorpe cul- 
tivated the acquaintance of the 
crreat artist and when he went to 
Norwiiy the-following'year she and 
her daughter followed him and were 
entertained by him -in his native 
home. 
Miss 'Thorpe 
was then 


scarcely, more than, 18 and was very 
bright and clever,11 a fine pianist, 
dancer and' conversationalist; in 
short, "thoroughly accomplished like 
her mother; 


Ole BulUs marriage to the young 


Miadison girl was privately solemn- 
ized 
at 
American consulate in 
Christiania on June 1, 1870. In the 
autumn the bridal pair returned to 
America- and on the 
evening of 


Sept. 6 the marriage in Norway was 
sanctioned in accordance with Am- 
erican custom, at the Thorpe man- 
sion, the Rev. C. S. Richards of the 
First Congregational 
church per- 


forming the ceremony. For .years 
Ole Bull made the Thorpe residence 
his home, when not absent on con- 
cert'tours, and gave considerable 
attention to the.beautification-6f the 
grounds. In the embankment lead- 
ing to the lake he had 'built a series 
of teraaces of Norwegian/style, re- 
semlbling a mountain road^ ^Traces 
of this can still be seen... Croquet 
parties were a feature of outdoor 
life' then1, as were also aquatic- con- 
tests on the lake nearby. .Ole Bull 
was a genial 'host and entertained 
and delighted hds many- visitors 
with wonderful and amusing tales 
of travel, anecdotes of celebrities 
he had met, and 
when "the spirit 


moved him, with selections upon his 
violin, naturally 
the greatest of 


treats. At heart Ole Bull was thor- 
oughly democratic and was as ready 
to play at the wedding of a daugh- 
ter of one of his poorer countrymen 
as before a crowned head. 


Purchased by the State 


Ole Bell and the Thorpes moved 


to Cambridge, Mass, to live, and 
during the first term Gov. Jeremiah 
Rusk 'bought the Madison ^residence 
from the Thorpes, paying $15,000. 
In 1885 the legislature passed an 
act authorizing the purchase by the 
state of a dwelling for the gover- 
nor, at a cost not to exceed $250,000. 
Gov. Rusk had made many improve- 
ments and the commission pur- 
chased the property from him, pay- 
ing $20,0<W. Prom

BADGER MENTOR

Story of Dispute at Chi- 
cago Meeting is Told; 


Wilce Given Panning 


Coach John 
R. Richards of the 


University of 
Wisconsin 'football 


team has stepped to the front with 
an explanation of £e break in ath- 
letic relations 
between Wisconsin 


and Ohio State. 
Richards, claiming to have been 


misrepresented 
by press reports 


characterized as "highly colored, 
has written a somewhat lengthy 
letter to the university daily, 
the 


"Daily Cardinal." It is his first 
statement in regard to the matter 
and piits the matter in a fairly clear 
light, 
presenting 
the 
Wisconsin 


side of the argument for the first 
Uirie. 
The letter follows: 
"I left Chicago a day or so after 


the football representatives of the 
conference universities made' their 
schedules. I am not familiar with 
much that may have been said re- 
garding the Ohio-Wisconsin mat- 
ter, but because 
several clippings 


and letters have been sent to me, I 


. am sending you this statement of 


the cas« as 1 see it. I have made 
no statement heretofore and was 


• not the author of the accounts of 


the case, published in the Chicago 
papers. 
They were all written by 


reporters who picked up the story 
in the usual way and'they reflected 
the situation as it was sensed by 
those present. 


Richards States Case 


"I have made no statement to 


anyone about the 
affair and am | 


making this only because it'goes to 
a publication of the university'and 
t? people who have a right to know 
what I did while representing Wis- 
consin at any meeting. 


"At the outset 1 wish to say that 


my personal disappointment at Jack 
Wilce's attitude 
did not influence 
•factions in the case. If ever one 
MM had reason to expect square 
Scaling from another, I had reason 
.to expect it from Ohio's coach; if 
ever a university had reason to ex- 
pect fair dealing from another uni- 
versity, 
Wisconsin certainly had 


reason to expect it from Ohio, Ac- 
cording to my judgment, which was 
concurred in by the other Wiscon- 
sin men present, we did not get it. 


"It is possible tthat Ohio's repre- 


sentatives did not intend to do more 
than look after their own interests 
and failed to comprehend the rights 
and interests of others and acted in 
the thoughtlessness of new mem- 
bers of the conference. At any rate 
they had no consideration for Wis- 
consin in any way when this became 
apparent it was necessary for me 
to tell them that no team that I 
coached -.vould ever play Ohio State. 


"I have no desire to dictate Wis- 


consin's policy and have no author- 
ity to do so, but I am a free agent 
and I can resign as coach whenever 
Ohio goes on Wisconsin's football 
schedule. 
That is all I meant to 


convey by my statement and as long 
as Wisconsin authorities agree with 
ine and want me, I'll continue to 
coach. 


Wilce Refuses Offer 


"The facts of the case stated 


briefly are these: 
I offered Wi-ee 


one of the best dates in November 
and he replied in his usual evasive 
manner, 'I'm afraid J. R. we can't 
play you next year.' 
I was- con- 


siderably surprised and asked for 
reasons. He said they had no home 
games excepting Illinois and there- 
fore couldn't go away to play Wis- 
consin. 
I suggested that in view 


of the fact that Wisconsin put them 
on her 
schedule 
viiicn they were 


begging for frames, some other team 
should be dropped. 
He thought it 


preposterous to consider Wisconsin 
before Michigan and Chicago, but 
said if Purdue would come to Co- 
hrmibus, he would come to Madison. 
Well, Purdue is on their schedule at 
Columbus, Ohio goes to Michigan 
and Chicago, and 
past 
relations, 


favors and genuine regard on my 
part were of no weight in the mat 
ter. 


"I told Jack Wilce what I thought 


of his conduct and I hatxn! to do so, 
for it is not a pleasant thing to re- 
vise yo_ur estimate of 
a man you 


have liked find misunderstood and 
tell him about it. 


"Ohio had no reason not to play 


Wisconsin for we have taken them 
in our lean years and our fat ones. 
She had no contract with other uni- 
versities to prevent it and indeed 
did not ask 
Chicago to 
let them 


drop this game, I'm sure. We had 
no notice or suspicion of the act 
•nd it was done because in the miind 
of Wilce and possibly Mr. St. John 
(their director) also, Wisconsin was 
not as important to them as wore 
the others. 


Zuppkc's Attitude 


"In striking contrast to Wilce's 


consideration 
for 
Wisconsin, his 


alma mater, Mr. Zufipke of Illinois 
twisted hie schedule all about last 
year to give us an important No- 
vember game. 
He did it again 


this year in order to play us at all. 
Mr. "Yost, of Michigan, came to Mad- 
iaon after I had agreed to play at 
Michigan and he 
rearranged his 


schedule to give us a chance to play 
Illinois on the 
day he had fixed 


with Mr. Zuppke to meet them.

They Have Started Early 


Newspapers Are Early With Stories Seeking to Discredit 


Elaine Administration 


T 


HE newspapers of the state have started early to discredit 
the Elaine administration. 
The same journalistic sentinels for big business who used 


every phase of malicious misrepresentation to' prevent the clec- 
. tion of John J. Blaine are now starting to use the same weapons 
to "put Blaine in the hole." 


The following lurid story concerning the inaugural ball 


was sent out of Madison by the United Press and appeared in 
The Milwaukee Sentinel and other state papers yesterday: 


Political adrisers of Gov. John J. Elaine'are worrying on Tuesday 


as to the effect of Monday's elaborate $10,000 inaugural and especially 
Monday night's inaugural ball, estimated to hare cost the state $2,000. 


.Madison society folk who recall the last inaugural ball here eight 


years ago, are raising their eyebrows over Monday night's informal affair, 
at which nearly lO.OOO 
1 persons danced and not 'jven the color line wks 


drawn. Unlike the last affair, given by Gov. McGovern in' 1913, evening 
dress Monday night was conspicuous by its absence. 


University of Wisconsin authorities who have been busy the last few 


weeks putting the taboo on the "shimmy," "toddl*," and* "cheek to check" 
dances were shocked at the report that nearly 1,000 university students 
danced the way they pleased in the many obscure nooks of the statehouse, 
while the Few chaperons lounged in various exciting offices. 


The great boomerang from the ball is expected from various chnrches 


who successfully opposed inaugural balls during Gov. Philipp's admin- 
istration. The report that a Milwaukee delegation and several others 
brought their liquid refreshments along with them, is being quietly in- 
vestigated by several religious organizations. 


The expensive inaugural ceremonies and ball raised 
the issue of 


"economy" at the very start of the Blaine administration. 
During the 


six years of the Philipp "stalwart" regime, the La Follettc "progressives" 
were busy crying extravagance. Now the "stalwartii" are pointing out 
these sam« critics foisted a $10,000 inaugural expense bill upon the state 
the minute they returned to power. 


The purpose of the above story is apparent to those who 


are t'ami;liar with political and journalistic conditions in this 
state. 


The inference concerning the §10,000 spent is plain. Nice 


propaganda, of course, to prejudice the farmers and the laborers 
against the Blaine administration. The real fact, however; is 
that the entire inauguration expense including the ball and all 
other expenses was less than $1,000. 


The liquor charge is as preposterous as it is contemptible. 


In spite of the fact that the doors of the magnificent statehouse 
were thrown open to everybody and thousands were present, not 
one case of indecorum due to liquor was reported. If liquor was 
in evidence, the journalistic jackrabbit who wrote the above 
story must have had a hooker or two before he gave birth to 
his fantastic yarn. 


If there were any Infractions of decent and gentlemanly 


conduct at the ball we suppose that they were no greater or more 
serious than arg always to be found where thousands are present 
and an attempt is made to make such an affair democratic. As 
a matter of fact the crowd was orderly and there was probably 
less indecency than is seen at many a charity ball. 


Stories such as the above will be sent out with frequency 


during; the next two years. The newspapers that are such will- 
ing'tools of the big interests in this state will continue to print 
them. 


Such procedure is expected of the Milwaukee Sentinel. The 


Sentinel has long been engaged in that sort of journalism. The

THE BONUS PLAN CAN WAIT
